End of the Ret-olulionarj' War 


_ Congress on th'tflUK of April, 1783, 
issued, a proclamation declaring the 
cessation of'arms as well as by sea 
a» by land, between the United States 
•and his Britannic Majesty, and en- 
joining the observance thereof. 


The celebration of the event .took 


place In Newport on the 25th of 
April. 
The day was ushered in by 


thei ringing of bells and the firing of 
tarnion. At 11 o'clock A. 31., th< 
civil 'and executive officers, with a 
large number of inhabitants, attend- 
ed by a Land of music, formed a pro- 


. cession at the foot of Pclham street, 


and moved to the State House, where 
the proclamation was read by the 
Sheriff, three, huzzas given, and thir- 
teep cannon discharged. 
To manifest 


their detestation of traitors and ene- 
mies of their country, that most in- 
famous of traitors, Benedict Arnold, 
wag hung in eftigy on a gallows erect- 
ed on the Parade, with a label on his 
breast, "Behold the traitor Arnold." 
•After hanging for some time the cfli- 
gy was blown up, and scattered to the 
four winds. 
. A number of citizens dined in jmb- 
-lic, and after the dinner thirteen prf- 
triotic toasts were drank adapted to 
the occasion, attended by salutes of 
cannon. 
The day was spent in 'joy- 


ous festivity. Joy sat on every coun- 
tenance, and what added to the glad 
tidings of Peace, was the prospect of 
once more beholding the metropolis 
of the State emerging from the scene 
of poverty and distress which had 
been so severely felt during the con- 
test.
